CAMBRIDGE, Nov. 20.—The anxiety

A GOOD METHOD OF PRIMING 
The following Is a good method of 


priming exterior woodwork: To a gal- 
lon of raw linseed oil add one pint 
of turpentine, mixing both 
together 


perfectly. With this mix not 
more 


than six pounds of white lead in oil, 
not less than four pounds, and add for 
dryers one ounce of powdered litharge. 
Mix and strain the paint, apply and 
rub well into the wood across the 
grain. 


Tho second coat may be made from 


white lead thinned with a mixture of 
equal parts of raw oil and turpentine 
without any dryers. If 
the tempera- 


ture of the atmosphere is above 60 de- 
grees make a. paint weighing eighteen I 
pounds to the gallon, and If the tem- 
perature Is below 60 degrees make It 
sixteen pounds. It will be well to al- 
low--both the priming and second coat 
to stand from one to two weeks to dry. 
Tho Third Coat 


Make the third coat as follows: Mix 


up thinners by adding one pound of 
dry litharge to one gallon of raw oil 
and-' put on the fire and boil thirty-five 
minutes, then let it stand, say. twelve 
hours. Then pour off the clear oil. 
leaving any sediment at the bottom. 
This will give you absolutely the best 
drying oil possible. A little beeswax 
added -will help; say at the rate of a 
quarter ounce for each gallon of paint 
that is to be made, the wax being 
boiled with the oil. Mix the paint so 
thin that it will readily run from the 
stirring paddle. A paint made this 
way will have a fine gloss, which will 
wear well, exposed to the weather, and 
under cover will' retain Its gloss for 
several years. Tho small amount of 
wax prevents the paint from running 
or chalking. The method involved a 
little more work and time than the 
usual way, but if a first-class Job is 
desired it will well repay the effort 
made. The method takes rather less 
lead than the usual way. 


Coloring may be added if desired. T 


believe that much of the chalking of 
\vhlte lead pamt might be avoided by 
adding a" very little fat oil to tho 
paint, or by boiling the oil In the man- 
ner given, with the addition of a very 
little wax. At any rate, It is worth 
trying. 


BLUE PRINTS AS "PLANS" 


The Nebraska supreme 
court 
has 


held that blue prints furnished by an 
architect, instead of.the original draw- 
ings .prepared by him, were "plans" 
within the provision of a contract 
which required him to furnish the 
plans for a building, and entitled him 
to compensation agreed upon. 
(School 


District of Lincoln vs. Fiske. S4 North- 
western 
Reporter. 401). The 
court 


said: "Wo think the blue prints were 
'plans,' as required by the terms of 
the contract, and that 
the 
question 


whether they were the original draw- 
ings and plans, or mere 
facsimile 


copies of the same Is not 
material, 


particularly as the contract was one 
for services to be rendered by plaintiff, 
rather than for certain 
plans. Fur- 


ther, the board accepted these 
blue 


p prints, and never made any objection 
'to them; nor is any complaint made 
oven now that these plans were in any- 
wise defective or incomplete." 


STUCCO AS A FINISH 


Although bricks are often used to

.hat the lower part or the' cartilage and 
igamtnt that binds the arm socket 
Lvas torn; also that on the outer Bide 
of the arm bone-was a certain rough- 
ness that was evidence of ligaments 
being torn. The doctor In answer to a 
question of Mr. Wier said ho has never 
sent his bill to Mr. Dodge, for thelat- 
Ler had said he would come in and sea 
him. Tho amount of th'e bill Is S84. 


Other witnesses were Dr. Joseph A. 


Mehan, who took the X-ray photo and 
Ernest L. Klmball. who was on tho 
train when the crash occurred.

Mr. Wier opening for the defense ex-

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Absolved of Blame for Refusal to 


Operate on Baby by Coroner's 
Jury Composed of Physicians 


CHICAGO, Nov. 20.—Six physicians 


composing a coroner's jury held that 
Dr. H. J. Haiselden, who permitted an 
infant, John Dollinger, to die, when 
an operation might have saved him to 
a life, of unhapplness as a defective, 
was morally and ethically justified in 
refusing to perform 
the -operation, 


which his conscience did not sanction. 
An Implied disapproval ot a course 
wherein a physician might determine 
if It was or was not desirable for a 
patient to live, was contained in the 
concluding paragraph of the verdict: 


"We believe that 
the 
physician's 
highest duty is to relieve suffering and 
to save or prolong life." 


Dr. Haiselden. in his testimony said 


he did not reach his final decision not 
to operate, until he had consulted IS 
practicing physicians, 14 of whom ap- 
proved his course of letting the little 
life expire. The mother of the child. 
wU»-of a workman and. the mother of 
three other children all physically and 
mentally normal, also agreed that tha 
baby would be better off dead, he 'de- 
clared. 
"I did not operate, first be- 


cause of the deformity of the .child 
and second, because o.f the seriousness 
of the case." he said.' "I did not urge 
the parents to follow my advice. 
I 


simply gave my opinion as a consult- 
ing surgeon. 
I was morally certain 


the child would be a defective." 


Dr. Haiselden based his opinion on 
the child's actions. He said he was 
unable to determine beyond all doubt 
that the child was both deaf and blind. 
However, it failed to respond to the 
customary light tests and the fact that 
one of the ears was not developed at 
all and the development of the "other 
was only rudimentary, convinced him 
that the child was deaf. 
Dr. Haisel- 


den showed a number of X-ray pic- 
tures of the child's anatomy. 


Dr. John Dill Robertson, city health 


commissioner, who testified that there 
was no evidence that the child would 
have been mentally defective. Issued a 
statement, In part as follows: 


"A question of tremendous Import- 


ance is at once raised, as to whether 
the right of any child to live should 
rest wholly on the judgment of any 
physician. 
I do not want to be un- 


derstood as questioning the right of 
any physician to act as his conscience 


or judgment in any particular case 
would dictate and to operate or not 
operate in accordance therewith, but 
it the same time, tho life of every 
^illcl should be so safeguarded by the 
community that it would not have to 
lepend upon the judgment of any ona 
>r two physicians. 


"If we are going to depart from the 


recognized duty of tho physician to 
save life regardless 'of. what the Ufa 
shall bo afterward, than the state must 
provide some tribunal similar to that 
of ancient Sparta, which questioned the 
right of every child to live'until It 
had been passed upon by this'tribu- 
nal." 


The verdict of the coroner's jury, af- 
r naming numerous physical defects 
found, says: 


"We -believe that a prompt opera- 


tion would have prolonged and per- 
haps save the life of the child. 


"^Ve'flnd no evidence from the phys- 


ical defects that the child would have 
become mentally or morally defective 


"Several of 
the 
physical 
defects 


might have been Improved by plastic 
operations. 


"We believe that morally and ethic- 


ally a surgeon is fully within 
his 


rights in refusing to parfonh any op- 
eration which his conscience will not 
sanction. 
We find no reason to be- 


lieve that the parents of Allan J. Bol- 
Hnger were deprived of the privilege 
of consultation. 


"\Ve recommend strongly that .in all 


doubtful cases ot this character a con- 
sultation of two or -more surgeons of 
known reputation for 
sltill, 
ethical 


standing and broad experience should 
be held to decide upon the advisabil- 
ity or Inadvisabliity of operative meas- 
ures.

1.—Mayor Murphy, before he was elected, promised 'not to run 


for a second torm, and very 
distinctly promised 
to support 
the 


French-American candidate this year. 
He \a a candidate again In 


opposition to the French-American candidate. 


2.—Mayor Murphy, before he was elected, promised "equal rights 


to all; special privileges to none." 
But In the police department, 


glaring discrimination has been shown against the "O'Donnell men," 
and glaring favoritism toward the "Murphy men," and 
throughout 


his administration the spirit of favoritism for political friends and 
the opposite spirit toward those who wire not "right" has frequently 
shown Itself. 


!i.—The -Murphy administration promised a wise, careful 
and 


economical handli:iK of the city's finances, but one of Its earliest acta 
was to attempt to us,: the city's trust funds for current expenses, a 
proceeding that wus prohibited under the law, but which fact was not 
discovered until ihe money had been 
withdrawn, 
thereby 
nearly 


wrecking certain savings banks of the city, aiid placing In jeopardy 
the deposits of hundreds of small depositors, besides losing a sub- 
stantial amount of inu-rest money. 
The municipal council, proposed, 


If permitted 
to use this money which was drawing interest from 


sources outside of the clly treasury and pay interest on it out of tho 
city treasury, thus losing interest money both ways. 


4.—The Murphy administration promised a rigid and impartial 


enforcement of the laws. 
With "pitiless publicity." it has enforced 


the laws against minor offenders, such as Sunday soap-sellers, but 
has signally failed to enforce the .law in the cases of murders, 
burglaries, safe-blowers, hold-ups, and big gambling games; and It 
has failed to respect the laws relative to horses unfit for service, the 
trallic laws, the installation of steel vaults, and the erection of an 
isolation hospital. 


5.—The Murphy administration promised 
economy 
and 
lower 


taxes, but It has burdened the taxpayers with the two highest tax 
rates In the history of Lowell; to wit. $21.90 for 1014 and 520.80 
for 1915. 
It has brought about the highest valuation of real estate 


in ihe history of Lowell, Increasing that valuation by ?3,4 80,000; It 
has borrowed the greatest amount of money, and *it has voted and 
spent the greatest amount of money ever appropriated 
for current 


expenses. 
.And what Is there to show for it all? 


C.—The Murphy administration promised to build a contagious 


disease hospital and a high school. 
Where are they? 


7.—Mayor -Murphy prorrised the high school pupils that they will 


be in their new high school next September. 
But only a revival of 


the age of miracles can make good that promise. 


S.—The Murphy administration promised Thomas Varnum, tho 


Knights of Columbus, and others, whose land they have voted to 
take, satisfactory settlements, after election. 
But 
these promised 


settlements cannot he made under the law, and all must seek a 
settlement through the courts, at additional 
expense to themselves 


and to tiie city. 


9.—Mayor Murphy promised the board o£ trade that he would 


decrease the cost of lighting $25,000. 
But the cost of lighting 


has increased nearly by that amount. 


10.—The Murphy administration promised the residents of 
Paw- 


tucketville a new bridge. 
Where is it? 
There has been plenty of 


talk ar,d considerable rescinding but there is no bridge. 
There will 


be an engineer's bill, however. 


11.—Mayor Murphy in his campaign advertisements pledged that 


he would perform his duty unhampered by pledges or agreements, 
except those made openly to the public. 
But Mayor Murphy and 


his administration have introduced the secret sessions, in defiance 
oi the spirit of the charter and have performed a great part of their 
duties behind closed doors; declining to take the tax-payera, who 
pay the bills, imo their confidence. 


1-.—The Murphy administration promised to do something to 
, 


lessen the number of deaths of children by drowning in the unpro- 
tected waterways of the city, but the drownings have continued 
since that promise was made and not a cent has been spent toward 
such protection.

Borne 
noted mental experts have said very 
commonplace things with grave sol- 
emnity, and, somehow the thing that 
does not carry unusual weight when 
said by the man who rides beside you 
In the street car sounds wondrous wise 
when said by the head of a psycho- 
pathic hospital. This fact proves that 
underneath all science and modern de- 
velopment 
IB the sound structure of 


old fashioned dommon-sense. 


An illustration Is afforded by the 


statement of Dr. Stanley Abbot of Mc- 
Lean hospital, a noted 
authority on 


mental diseases, who In a paper on 
*Preventlblo Forms of Mental Dis- 
£&se and How to Prevent 
Them," 


read at the conference, said: "Perhaps 
halt of the serious cases of nervous 
prostration admitted to our hospitals 
yearly could bo prevented if 
people 


would rest more and tire themselves 
less, not only with work, but with the 
so-called recreations and 
in 
other 


ways . . . Dancing, the theatre, the 
movies, the ball game, really fatigue 
us, though the interest and excitement 
of them cover up the feeling of fatigue 
for a time. They divert, but do not 
refresh. One never feels like settling 
down to hard work right after such 
'recreations.' " 


The truth of this is apparent but it 


Is a truth that Is sadly neglected in 
this country. Abroad, they call ner- 
vous prostration the. American disease, 
and few are the Americans who, some- 
time or other, have not paid the pen- 
alty for too great waste of 
nervous 


energy. 
The life of the ordinary 


American is the nearest thing to per- 
petual motion ever discovered. He 
rushes to his office; 
his business is

, equal parts of raw oil and turpentine 
without any'dryers. If

ture of the atmosphere is above 60 de- 
grees make a paint weighing eighteen 
pounds to the gallon, and if the tem- 
perature is below 60 degrees make it 
sixteen pounds.

A paint made this 
way will have a fine gloss, which will 
wear well, exposed to the weather, and 
under cover will retain its gloss for 
several yeara. The small amount of 
wax prevents the paint from running 
or chalking. The method involved a 
little more work and time than the 
usual way, but If a. first-class job is 
desired it will ..well repay the effort 
made. The method takes rather less 
lead than the usual way. 


Coloring may be added if desired. I 


believe that much of the chalking of 
white lead paint might be avoided by 
adding a very little fat oil to tho 
paint, or by boiling the oil in the- man- 
ner given, with the addition of a very 
little wax.

material, 


particularly as the contract was one 
for services to be rendered by plaintiff, 
rather than for certain 
plans. Fur- 


ther, tho board accepted these

prints, and never made any objection 
to them; nor is any complaint made 
even now that these plans were In any 
wise defective or incomplete."

Austria and England 


WASHINGTON. 
Nov. 20.—Non- 


interference with American commerce, 
on the high seas will be demanded of 
Germany and Austria as well as of 
Great Britain and her allies In notes 
to be despatched soon on the subject 
of contraband. 


The United States 
will 
vigorously 


protest against the action of the Eu- 
ropean belligerents In declaring 
vir- 


tually all commerce contraband. 
It 


will bo largely perfunctory so far as 
Germany and Austria are concerned, 
however, as these nations are not now 
In a position to Interfere, greatly with 
American' shipping. 


The note is nearly, ready for revi- 


sion by Secretary Lansing and Presi- 
dent Wilson. 
It will challenge 
tho 


right of a belligerent to extend the list 
of absolute contraband beyond tho lim- 
its recognized by international law be- 
fore the war. 
It will also sustain the 


declaration of London and reassert the 
right of tho United States to ship food 
supplies to the civilian population of a 
belligerent country if not for military 
purposes.

Absolved of Blame for Refusal to 


Operate on Baby by Coroner's 
Jury Co'mposed of Physicians 


CHICAGO. Nov. 20.—Six physicians 


composing a coroner's Jury held that 
Dr. H. J. Haiseldcn, who permitted an 
infant, John Bollinger, to die, when 
an operation might have saved him to 
a life of unhapplncss as a defective, 
was morally and ethically justified in 
refusing to perform 
the 
operation, 


which his conscience did not sanction. 
An implied disapproval ot a cour="- 
wherein a physician might determine 
if it was or was not desirable tor a 
patient to live, was contained in the 
concluding paragraph of the verdict: 


'We believe tllat 
the 
physician's 


highest duly is to relieve suffering and 
to save or prolong life." 
• 


Dr. Haiselden, In his testimony said 


lie did not rea'ch his final decision not 
to op'erate, until he had consulted 15 
practicing physicians, 11 of whom ap- 
proved his course of letting the little 
life expire. 
The mother of the child, 


wife of a workman and the mother of 
three other children all physically and 
mentally normal, also agreed that the 
baby would be better off dead, he de- 
clared. 
"I did not operate, first be- 


cause of the deformity 'of the child 
and second, because of the seriousness 
of the case," he said. "I did not urge 
ihe parents to follow my advice. 
I 


'imply gave my opinion as a consult- 
ing: surgeon. 
I was morally certain 


the child would be a defective." 


Dr. Haiselden based his opinion on 


the child's actions. 
He said he was 


unable to determine beyond all doubt 
:hat the child was both deaf anil blind. 
However, it failed to respond to the 
customary light tests and the fact that 
one of the ears was not developed at 
all and the development of the other 
was only rudimentary, convinced him 
that the child was deaf. Dr. Haisel- 
den showed a number of X-ray pic- 
tures of the child's anatomy. 


Dr. John Dill Robertson, city health 


commissioner, who testified that there 
was no evidence that the child would 
have been mentally defective, issued a 
statement, in part as follows: 


"A question of tremendous import- 


ance is at once raised as to whether, 
tho right of any child to live should 
rest wholly on the. Judgment of any 
ihysician. 
I do not want to be un- 


derstood ns questioning the right of 
any physician to act as his conscience 


or judgment in any 
particular case 


would dictate and to operate or not 
operate in accordance therewith, but 


I at the same time, the life of every 
|Child should be so safeguarded by the 
community that-it would not have to 
depend upon the Judgment of any ono 
01- two physicians. 


"1£ we are going to depart from the 


recognized duty of tho physician to 
save lite regardless of what the life 
shall be afterward, then the state must 
provide some tribunal' similar to that 
of ancient Sparta, which questioned the 
right of every child to live until it 
had been passed upon by this tribu- 
nal." 


The verdict of the coroner's jury, af- 


ter naming numerous physical defects 
found, says: 


"We believe that a prompt opera- 


tion would have prolonged and' per- 
haps save tile life of the child. 


"We flnd no evidence from the phys- 


ical defects that the child would have 
become mentally or morally defective 


"Several 
of 
the 
physical 
defects 


might have been improved by plastic 
operations. 


"We believe that nlorally and ethic- 


ally a surgeon is fully within 
his 


rights In refusing to perform any op- 
eration which his conscience will not 
sanction. 
We find no reason to be- 


lieve that the parents of Allan J Bol- 
linger were deprived of tho privilege 
of consultation. 


".We recommend strongly that in all 


doubtful cases of this character a con- 
sultation of two or more surgeons of 
known reputation for 
skill, 
ethical 


standing and broad experience should 
be held1 to decide upon the advisabil- 
ity or inadvisabllity of operative meas- 


"We believe that 
the 
physician's 


highest duty is to relieve

An illustration is afforded by the 


statement of Dr. Stanley Abbot of Mc- 
L«an hospital, a noted 
authority on 


mental diseases, who In a paper on 
Treventiblo Forms ot Mental Dis- 
ease and How to Prevent Them," 
read at the conference, said: "Perhaps 
half of the serious cases of nervous 
prostration admitted to our hospitals 
yearly could be prevented If 
people 


would rest more and tire themselves 


' less, not only with work, hut with the 


so-called recreations 
and 
in 
other 


ways . , . Dancing, the theatre, the 
movies, the ball ganSe, really fatigue 
us, though the Interest and excitement 
of them cover up tho feeling of fatigue 
for a time. They divert, but do not 
refresh. One never feels like settling 
down to hard work right after such 
'recreations.' " 


The truth of this is apparent but It

A GOOD METHOD OF P R I M I N G 
Tho following is a good method of 


priming exterior woodwork: To a gal- 
lon of raw linseed oil add one pint 
of turpentine, mixing both 
together 


perfectly.' With this mix not 
more 


than six pounds of white lead in oil, 
not less than four pounds, and add for 
dryers one ounce of powdered litharge. 
Mix and strain the paint, apply and 
rub well Into the wood across the 
grain. 


The second coat may be made from 


white lead thinned with a mixture of 
equal parts of raw oil and turpentine 
without any dryers. 
If 
the tempera- 


ture of the atmosphere Is above 60 de- 
grees make a paint weighing eighteen 
pounds to the gallon, and If the tem- 
perature is below 60 degrees make it 
sixteen pounds. It will be well to al- 
low both the priming and second.cost 
to stand from one to two weeks to dry.

minutes, then let it stand, say, twelve 
hours. Then pour off the clear oil. 
leaving any sediment at the bottom. 
This will give you absolutely the best 
drying oil possible. 
A little beeswax 


added will help; say at the rate of a 
quarter ounce for each gallon of paint 
that is to bo made, the wax being 
boiled with the oil. Mix the paint so 
thin that it will readily run from the 
stirring paddle. A paint made this 
way will have a fine gloss, which will 
wear well, exposed to the weather, and 
under cover will retain its gloss for 
several years. The small amount of 
wax prevents the paint from running 
or chalking. The method Involved a 
little more work and time than the 
usual way, but if a first-class job ia 
desired It will well repay the effort 
made. The method takes rather less 
lead than the usual way. 


Coloring may bo added if desired. 
I 


believe that much of the chalking of 
white lead paint might be avoided by- 
adding a very little fat oil to the 
paint, or by boiling the oil In the man- 
ner given, with the addition of a very 
little waxl At any rate, it is worth 
trying.

interference with American commerce 
on the high seas will be demanded of 
Germany and Austria as well as of 
Great Britain and her allies In notes 
to be despatched soon on the subject 
of contraband.

was morally and ethically justified in 
refusing to perform 
the 
operation. 


which his conscience did not sanction. 
An Implied disapproval of a cpurs" 
wherein a physician might determine 
If It was or was not desirable for a 
patient to live, was contained in the 
concluding paragraph of the verdict: 


"We believe that
